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Reports on the Fiscal Year 2002 


Township Auditors Report to Board

At the March 26th Township 
Board meeting, the Town- 
ship’s auditors Plante & Moran 
presented the results of their 
audit for the fiscal year 2002. 
Auditor’s Beth Buialy and 
Blake Roe made the presenta- 
tion that included a summary 
letter and a Power Point pres- 
entation. 

Mr. Roe, during his presen- 
tation, advised the Board their 
general fund revenue was 
$3,250,000 which was down 
from the previous year’s 
$3,456,000. However, he 

: pointed out that the LDFA had 
made ble contribution 







He pegged the Township’s 
spending at $3,167,000 which 
was down from the previous 
year of $3,220,000. 

The “payroll and fringe 
benefits” expenditures ac- 
counted for 45% of the budg- 
et with “other goods and 
services” coming in second 
with 27% of the total budget. 

Mr. Roe then presented a 
line graph that showed the 
Board was in the black dur- 
ing the last two years. 

Technically the Township 
has been in the black for the 
last five years. In 1998 the 
fund balance was $3000; in 
1999 the balance was at 
$183,000; 2000’s balance was 
$527,000, 2001 had a balance 
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Brown Elementary School Celebrates 
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of $849,000; and in 2002, the 
balance was $776,000. For 
2002, this represented 24.5% 
of the budget. He indicated 
that 20% is the benchmark. 
Beth Bialy addressed the 
Board and focused her re- 
marks on the narrative report. 
The Board was reminded of 
the State of Michigan’s inter- 
est in cutting revenue sharing 
from the local governments. 
For just about every communi- 
ty, revenue sharing is an 
important part of their budget. 
A brief history was provided 
on the subject and-it indicated 
that considerable debate re- 
sulted in a reduction of 3.5%. 
Considering where the rev- 
enue sharing cuts were at one 
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time, this 3.5% cut appears to 
the relief of just about ever 
community. Plante & Moran 
warned that the debate over 
the matter is not over. 

Ms. Bialy spoke about a 
new law that affected tele- 
communications. While this 
is a rather new source of rev- 
enue it appears that 25% of 
the revenue generated will be 
shared with the Township 
and the remaining 75 % will 
be distributed to the cities 
and villages. At this time it is 
not known what this means to 
Huron Township but the ordi- 
nance that deals with tele- 
communications may need to 
be ammended. 

She went on to report the 








police fund was in deficit of 
around $80,000 and urged 
the Township to continue to 
reduce the deficit. 

Lastly she noted the Sewer 
Debt Fund balance was more 
than two times the annual 
debt service. She said that 
according to state guidelines 
the Township should not 
accumulate more than one 
year’s debt service within 
that fund. 

In general, Plante & 
Moran seemed pleased with 
the budget performance of 
the Township and was com- 
plimentary to the Board and 
Karen Carney from the 
Township Accounting De- 
partment.
